Our  greatest  joy, 

accompanied  by  the  pains  of  parting,  has  been  to  welcome  the  formation 
of  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  out  of  Monthly  Meetings  in  the  Northwest, 
the  transfer  of  our  Canadian  Meetings  into  closer  relation 
with  Canadian  Yearly  Meeting, 

and  the  continuing  growth  of  the  Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship 
that  includes  our  Meetings  in  the  Southwest. 

Howard  Brinton, 

father  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  has  reminded  us

Among  our  other  joys  has  been  to  welcome  Ben  and  Madge  Seaver 
back  from  their  two  years  in  Hong  Kong  as  Friends  in  the  Orient 
and  to  hear  their  vivid  impressions. 

We  were  enlivened 

by  Stuart  Innerst’s  account  of  his  long-sought,  five  weeks’  visit  to  China 
at  the  invitation  of  the  Chinese  People’s  Association  for  Friendship  with 
Foreign  Countries. 

We  rejoice  in  the  appointment  of  Sang  Dal  Cha, 
who  will  return  to  his  homeland  Korea  to  continue  our  presence  in  the  Orient. 

As  we  have  listened  to  Epistles  from  other  Yearly  Meetings,  heard  reports 
of  the  Friends  World  Committee  and  welcomed  visitors  from  near  and  far, 
we  were  stirred  by  concerns  of  Friends  the  world  over 
and  made  aware  of  our  kinship  in  the  family  of  Friends. 

We  have  deepened  our  concern  for  human  well-being, 
in  new  forms  of  direct  action  for  peace, 
in  support  of  farm  workers,

our  general  sessions,  business  meetings,  interest  groups, 
worship-fellowship  times,  musical  events, 
and  the  creative  and  well-planned  children’s  program. 

We  have  found  ourselves  able  to  talk  of  our  failures  and  weaknesses 
and  have  found  ourselves  brought  close  in  this  way  as  well. 

In  thankfulness  for  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  among  us, 
we  send  you  our  loving  greetings.

Epistle 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

One  morning  before  breakfast  several  of  us 
gathered  to  climb  a nearby  hiU  and  watch  the 
sunrise.  We  ascended  with  silence,  separate,  all  of 
us  following  our  own  path.  After  watching  the 
grace  of  the  sunrising.  Friends  felt  a fellowship 
and  walked  down  the  hill  together.  With  arms 
around  each  other  our  steps  were  awkward  and 
jerky;  obstructions  in  the  path  required  that  we 
split  from  time  to  time.  However,  we  felt  strength 
and  support  from  our  togetherness,  and  rejoined 
for  a loving  embrace  at  the  end.  This  experience 
summarizes  our  feelings  of  this  year’s  Young 
Friends  Meeting  as  a whole. 

Our  fellowship  was  disrupted  by  the  conflict 
among  our  individual  plans  for  bringing  people 
together.  Perhaps  the  reliance  on  spontaneity  and 
lack  of  previous  scheduling  contributed  to  this 
disunity.  During  one  meeting,  our  inexperience 
with  Quaker  conflict-resolving  techniques  created 
a situation  where  tension  manifested  itself  in 
anger.  A return  to  silence  eased  our  feelings  and 
allowed  us  to  reach  out  for  physical  contact.  This 
evolved  into  a discussion  of  the  usefulness  of 
anger.  We  learned  that  anger,  like  a river,  will  run 
itself  out  if  allowed  freedom  to  flow.  When  imped- 
ed from  its  natural  course,  it  may  overflow  into 
other  areas,  and  is  often  damaging.  If  utilized 
properly,  it  can  become  a great  source  of  con- 
structive energy.  Through  this  discussion  we  came 
to  enjoy  the  fellowship  we  had  been  seeking.  It 
is  merely  a question  of  balance. 

Our  interaction  with  older  Friends  has  been 
much  greater  this  year  with  less  emphasis  on 
separate  Young  Friends  activities.  We  feel  this  too 
has  helped  us  in  our  renewal  of  spirit,  so  we  are 
better  able  to  deal  with  the  new  year.  Once  again 
we  come  away  with  a good  sense  of  fellowship, 
fullness  and  growth.

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From  the  Minutes  of  Decision 


At  the  second  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved 
Robert  Schutz  (Palo  Alto)  as  Recording  Clerk  for 
1972,  replacing  Margaret  Brooks  (Marin),  who  had 
resigned  due  to  ill  health. 

At  the  fourth  session  Yearly  Meeting  heard  the 
following  nominations,  reported  out  of  the  Com- 
mittee to  Nominate  the  Nominating  Committee 
and  forwarded  from  Representative  Committee: 
Gerri  House  (Orange  Grove)  and  John  McKinney 
(San  Fernando)  with  John  Ullman  (La  Jolla  and 
Hayward)  as  alternate,  all  to  serve  on  the  Nomin- 
ating Committee  with  terms  ending  in  1975. 

The  meeting  approved  the  request  to  North 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  name  a member  to  PYM 
Nominating  Committee  as  liaison  between  the  two 
bodies. 

At  the  fifth  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved  an 
Epistle  Committee,  recommended  by  Representa- 
tive Committee  and  including  William  Scott 
(Reno),  Margaret  Jump  (Multnomah)  and  Brent 
Howell  (Orange  Grove). 

The  Holding  .Corporation  of  PYM  proposed  and 
the  session  approved  the  following  amendment  to 
its  articles  of  incorporation  which  will  also  change 
the  formal  address  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting:  “Be 
it  resolved  that  Article  V of  the  Articles  of  Incor- 
poration of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Holding  Cor- 
poration be  amended  to  read:  ‘The  principal 
office  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  this 
corporation  is  to  be  located  in  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  State  of  California.’  ” Subject 
to  the  approval  of  San  Francisco  Meeting,  our 
corporate  location  will  be  at  its  meetinghouse, 
2160  Lake  St.,  San  Francisco,  CA  94121. 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  released  Calgary,  Vic- 
toria, Vancouver  and  Salem  Monthly  Meetings 
“with  sadness  and  appreciation  as  we  think  of  all 
your  members  and  our  many  past  relationships 
in  this  Yearly  Meeting.”  Minutes  to  Calgary, 
Victoria  and  Vancouver  Meetings  further  stated: 
“With  joy  and  anticipation  we  look  forward  to 
growth  in  the  life  of  Canadian  Yearly  Meeting. 
We  commend  you  to  them  and  to  the  Holy 
Spirit.”  The  minute  to  Salem  Meeting  included 
this  message: “We  join  in  your  joy  of  beginning  a 
new  Yearly  Meeting,  the  North  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting,  and  as  it  grows  and  strengthens  the 
Society  of  Friends  we  will  find  deep  satisfaction 
in  knowing  that  you  are  a part  of  it.  We  commend 
you  to  this  body  of  Friends,  whom  you  know  so 
well,  and  to  the  Holy  Spirit  which  is  everywhere.” 

A minute  similar  to  the  one  releasing  Salem 
Meeting  was  approved  in  the  eighth  session  for 
Eugene  Meeting,  which  had  sent  a letter  convey- 
ing loving  appreciation  to  Friends  of  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  and  announcing  withdrawal  from  PYM 


and  affiliation  with  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

Also  in  the  fifth  session.  Yearly  Meeting  ap- 
proved the  following  minute  to  be  sent  to  North 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting: “Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
has  received  the  news  of  the  formation  of  the 
North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  with  all  the  joy  of 
learning  of  new  birth  in  the  family  of  Friends. 
The  old  vine  is  putting  out  new  branches  and  we 
feel  the  new  strength.  As  you  take  your  place  as 
a new  Yearly  Meeting  in  the  Religious  Society 
of  Friends,  we  hope  that  our  ties  will  continue 
particularly  close.  Where  we  may  share  common 
resources,  know  that  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  is 
eager  to  do  so.  If  our  Consultative  Committee 
on  Organization  — so  recently  yours  — may 
be  helpful  to  you,  call  upon  us.  In  this  important 
step  we  commend  you  to  one  another  and  to  the 
Holy  Spirit.” 

The  session  approved' the  following  minute  to 
be  sent  to  New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  with 
copies  to  all  Meetings  and  Worship  Groups  of 
that  body: “We  have  received  your  minute  of 
withdrawal  from  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the 
New  Mexico  Quarterly  Meeting  and  its  constituent 
Monthly  Meetings  (Santa  Fe,  Albuquerque,  Las 
Vegas)  and  Worship  Groups  (Socorro,  Gallup,  Los 
Alamos).  We  understand  that  this  action  will  be 
effective  at  the  close  of  our  1973  Yearly  Meeting 
sessions.  We  have  asked  our  Consultative  Com- 
mittee on  Organization  to  work  this  year  with 
you  to  bring  to  completion  this  action  in  good 
order.  We  know  that  the  growth  and  development 
of  the  Intermountain  Friends  Fellowship  is  a re- 
flection of  your  interest,  strength  and  purpose, 
as  well  as  that  of  others  in  the  Intermountain 
region.  Our  joy  in  this  action  you  have  taken  lies 
in  knowing  that  you  will  move  forward  within 
this  fellowship.  Through  this  next  year  together 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  want  to  use  every 
means  we  have  to  be  helpful  to  you.” 

In  the  sixth  session  Yearly  Meeting  heard  a 
report  from  the  Social  Order  Committee  and  ap- 
proved the  following  minutes: 

— “The  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends  reaffirms  its  support  of  the 
United  Farm  Workers  in  their  efforts  to  win  the 
rights  and  living  conditions  which  should  be  theirs 
and  their  children’s.  Therefore  we,  as  a body, 
oppose  the  Agricultural  Labor  Relations  initiative 
to  be  presented  to  California  voters  in  November; 
and  we  urge  all  persons  concerned  with  the  long- 
term welfare  of  farm  workers  to  vote  against  it.” 

— “Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends,  reaffirming  Friends’  testimony 
regarding  the  value  of  human  life,  oppose  the 
proposition  to  be  presented  to  California  voters 
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in  November  in  an  attempt  to  restore  the  death 
penalty  in  that  state.  We  urge  all  eligible  voters 
to  vote  against  it.” 

— “Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends,  aware  of  the  invaluable  con- 
tributions to  the  life  of  society  made  by  women 
acting  in  the  light  given  all  persons,  reaffirms 
our  traditional  testimony  to  democracy  in  all 
areas  of  life.  We  strongly  support  the  proposed 
amendment  to  the  United  States  Constitution 
which  would  give  equal  rights  to  women  and  men. 
We  urge  all  legislators  in  states  where  our  members 
reside  to  act  toward  prompt  passage  of  the  amend- 
ment. We  further  request  individual  Friends  and 
Monthly  Meetings  to  communicate  with  their 
legislators  regarding  this  issue.” 

In  the  eighth  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved 
reorganization  of  the  Education  Committee  as 
proposed  by  that  committee.  Under  the  new  plan. 
Education  Committee  will  appoint  the  Children’s 
Program  Coordinator  for  a three-year  term.  Three 
working  subcommittees  will  report  to  the  Educa- 
tion Committee:  Educational  Needs  and  Concerns, 
PYM  Children’s  Program  and  Junior  Yearly  Meet- 
ing. 

The  Friend  in  the  Orient  Committee  recom- 
mended and  the  session  approved  the  appoint- 
ment of  Sang  Dal  Cha  (Honolulu)  as  successor 
Friend  in  the  Orient,  who  will  be  stationed  in 
Korea,  his  native  land. 

In  the  ninth  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved 
the  proposed  budget  for  1972-73  at  a total  ex- 
penditure of  $19,875  in  a most  amiable  hour. 

Also  approved  during  the  ninth  session  was 
the  following  minute  of  guidance  for  use  of  PYM 
in  disbursing  funds  and  reserves  to  withdrawing 
Meetings:  “From  data  furnished  by  the  Statistical 
Clerk  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  the  Treasurer  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  shall  compute  the  ratio  of 
members  of  Northwest  and  Willamette  Quarterly 
Meetings  comprising  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
with  respect,  to  the  total  number  of  members  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  as  of  June  30,  1972. 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Treasurer  shall  disburse 
to  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  this  pro  rata 
portion  of  all  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  general  and 
special  fund  balances  as  of  December  31,  1972, 
less  any  unpaid  assessments  for  the  first  six 
months  of  the  1972-73  fiscal  year.  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  Treasurer  shall  provide  copies  of  these 
computations  to  the  Clerk,  the  Treasurer  and  the 
Finance  Committee  of  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, and  to  the  Clerk  and  Finance  Committee  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.” 

Isaiah  Meyer,  Chairman  of  Finance  Committee, 
in  presenting  the  minute  of  guidance,  said  it  can 
be  applied  as  appropriate  to  New  Mexico  Quarterly 
and  Canadian  Meetings;  it  is  subject  to  modifica- 


tion as  suggestions  may  be  received  from  new  and 
departing  Meetings,  and  will  be  applied  with  good 
sense  and  generosity  to  specific  items  of  budget 
and  reserves.  The  Clerk  expressed  our  apprecia- 
tion to  the  Finance  Committee  for  its  excellent 
preparation  and  pointed  out  that  we  all  have  a 
responsibility  to  explain  the  budget  to  our  respec- 
tive Meetings. 

In  the  10th  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved  a 
new  travel  minute  covering  Madge  and  Ben  Seaver’s 
stay  in  New  Zealand  during  the  next  year  and  a 
half.  A travel  minute  was  authorized  for  Sang 
Dal  Cha  and  the  Clerk  was  asked  to  send  a 
letter  similar  to  a travel  minute  to  Francis  and 
Alice  Dart. 

Yearly  Meeting  approved  the  Epistle  for  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting  and  accepted  the  Epistle  of 
Young  Friends  and  Junior  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  session  approved  the  following  minute  to 
Howard  and  Yuki  Brinton,  prepared  by  Catherine 
Bruner: “We  have  welcomed  back  to  Pacific  Yearly 
Meeting  Howard  and  Yuki  Brinton  with  especial 
happiness  this  year.  Howard  Brinton  we  claim  as 
the  father  of  this  Yearly  Meeting.  After  leaving 
the  Pacific  Coast  Association,  which  he  and  Anna 
founded,  and  from  which  Yearly  Meeting  develop- 
ed, he  has  returned  to  us  many  times  to  see  how 
his  child  was  doing,  and  has  helped  in  immeasur- 
able ways  to  keep  us  in  the  path  where  the  light 
shines.  We  rejoiced  when  Howard  and  Anna  came. 
We  rejoiced  when  Howard  was  able  to  come  last 
year,  lovingly  cared  for  by  Yuki  Takahashi.  And 
now  that  Yuki  comes  with  him  as  Yuki  Brinton 
we  again  rejoice.  We  hope  that  Yuki  will  always 
feel  welcome  here,  as  to  a home.” 

Jean  Young  presented  the  amended  Nomin- 
ating Committee  report,  which  was  approved.  The 
committee  will  continue  to  work  on  naming  men 
to  the  Social  Order  Committee  and  the  Chairman 
for  the  Visitation  Subcommittee  from  Ministry 
and  Oversight.  The  Clerk  recorded  our  apprecia- 
tion for  the  devotion  of  this  committee  and  noted 
that  the  roll  of  committee  members  contains  the 
heroes  of  our  Yearly  Meeting. 

In  the  10th  session  Yearly  Meeting  approved 
the  following  minutes  in  considering  the  Repre- 
sentative Committee  report: 

— At  the  request  of  the  Consultative’ Com- 
mittee on  Organization,  New  Mexico  Quarterly 
Meeting  is  relieved  of  responsibilities  for  the  1973 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

— Arizona  Half  Yearly  and  Southern  California 
Quarterly  Meetings  will  name  the  Arrangements 
Committee  for  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  which  will 
be  held  August  11  — 16,  1973,  at  Francisco  Torres, 
Santa  Barbara,  California 

— Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  will  return  to  St. 
Mary’s  College,  Moraga,  California,  on  August  17, 
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Elizabeth  Israel  (at  the  seventh  session  of 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting)  read  the  names  of  Friends 
who  have  died  recently,  that  we  might  recall 
their  presence  among  us:

We  must  remember  the  lowly  builders  too  and 
the  faithful  sorwicp  they  have  rendered  to  the 
house  we  live  in. 

A helpless  ma^  whose  wife  died  lived  alone. 
He  would  have  wanted  a Friend  to  hand  him  a 
cup  of  water.  We  do  not  know  the  loss  our 
Friends  will  be  to  us  until  they  have  gone. 
We  have  the  opportunity,  as  we  think  about  death, 
to  cherish  our  Friends  who  are  here  still  more, 
to  find  in  death  and  distress  the  meaning  of  life. 

Marianne  Moore,  aging  poet,  looks  on  death 
as  a new  experience,  anticipates  it,  as  any  adven- 
ture, with  enthusiasm.

— Pacific^  Yearly  Meeting  shares  in  La  Jolla 
Meeting’s  minuted  concern  for  rebuilding  Vietnam 
and  approves  the  formation  of  a subcommittee 
under  Peace  Committee  to  explore  the  possibility 
of  such  a Quaker  mission  to  Vietnam. 

— The  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  of  the  Religious 
Society  of  Friends,  meeting  in  Moraga,  California, 
on  August  17,  1972,  endorses  the  decision  of 
the  American  Friends  Service  Committee  to  “assist 
non-violent  direbt  action  against  the  shipment  of 
U.S.  arms”  in  the  peace  demonstrations  known 
as  People’s  Blockade.  The  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
urges  supporting  AFSC’s  action  by  member  Meet- 
ings everywhere. 

— Now  more  aware  of  the  socially  inflicted 
suffering  of  people  who  love  others  of  the  same 


sex,  we  affirm  the  power  and  joy  of  non-exploita- 
tive,  loving  relationships.  As  a Society  and  as 
Individuals  we  oppose  arbitrary  social,  economic 
or  legal  abridgement  of  the  right  to  share  this 
love. 

, — We  approve  the  request  of  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee  to  establish  an  ad  hoc  sub- 
committee, chared  by  a member  of  Ministry  and 
Oversight,  to  develop  a working  paper  to  assist 
Meetings  to  understand  the  needs  and  problems 
of  homosexuals  in  the  Society. 

— We  approve  the  request  of  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee  to  establish  a standing  sub- 
committee on  Visitation,  to  be  nominated  by 
Nominating  Committee  and  chared  by  a member 
of  Ministry  and  Oversight. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  to  our  gay  Friends 
for  their  courage  and  kindly  persistence  in  pre- 
senting their  concerns  to  the  Yearly  Meeting.

Junior  Friends  came  together  this  year  to  en- 
joy the  last  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  to  include  all 
of  the  Pacific  Coast.  We  regretted  that  in  future 
years  we  would  not  all  be  at  the  same  Yearly 
Meeting,  but  we  were  happy  we  had  met  other 
Junior  Friends  from  other  places  and  also  happy 
that  the  Junior  Friends  next  year  would  be 
smaller. 

Together  with  some  of  the  other  groups  which 
were  on  campus  we'  enjoyed  swimming,  singing, 
creative  dance,  folk  dance,  football,  volley  ball, 
capture  the  flag,  a few  parties  and  two  dances  in 
the  gym.  There  was  a type  of  serenity  among  us 
this  year  that  made  others  feel  more  welcome  to 
our  group  and  made  us  more  of  a single  unit 
rather  than  many  people  gathered  together.  This 
serenity  helped  us  know  each  other  better  and 
opened  new  paths  for  many  new  friendships.

These  were  some  of  the  things  that  could  be 
heard  at  the  Gathering,  which  turned  out  to  be 
everything  its  planners  had  hoped  for:  a joyous, 
unhurried  occasion  of  fellowship  and  inspiration. 
The  staff  of  St.  Martin’s  College  proved  to  be 
agreeable  and  interesting  hosts  at  their  beautiful 
campus.  The  weather  was  ideal.  Mt.  Rainier  was 
visible  throughout  the  session.  All  who  came  as- 
sumed joint  responsibihty  for  the  Gathering’s 
functioning,  thus  fostering  a feeling  of  unity.  Each 
Monthly  Meeting  had  been  assigned  a time  for  pro- 
viding children’s  activities;  volunteers  aided  in  this 
child  care,  as  well  as  lifegUarding  at  the  pool. 
Junior  and  Young  Friends  invited  all  to  partici- 
pate in  their  joint  activities  of  play-reading,  folk 
dancing,  active  games  and  collecting  trash  along 
a roadway.  Two  worship-fellowship  groups  a day, 
some  of  which  were  topic-oriented,  provided  op- 
portunity to  get  acquainted  In  depth  with  a small 
groups  of  Friends.  The  small  size  of  the  group 
158  in  all,  including  86  adults,  23  Young  Friends, 
23  Junior  Friends,  and  26  children,  made  possible 
a minimum  use  of  formal  regulation  and  mimeo- 
graphed memos. 

By  the  end  of  our  three  days  together.  Friends 
were  so  well  pleased  that  they  wanted  to  repeat 
the  experience  on  an  annual  basis.  Thus  it  hap- 
pened that  on  July  17,  1972,  the  North  Pacific 
Gathering  of  Friends,  after  a lengthy  period  of 
gestation  and  a somewhat  arduous  labor,  gave 
birth  to  North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting. 

The  date  of  conception  of  this  child  remains 
doubtful.  It  may  have  been  back  in  the  days  of 
the  New  Ways  Committee  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ing or  it  may  have  been  at  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  a Joint  Revision  Committee  of  Northwest 
and  Willamette  Quarterly  Meetings.  Members  of 
this  committee  agree  that  during  gestation  the 
embryo  was  nourished  by  the  kind  of  spirit  we 
would  like  to  find  in  all  Friends’  business  meet- 
ings. Labor  took  place  at  the  only  called  business 
meeting  of  the  Gathering. 

Ed  Sanders,  Clerk  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting, 
started  us  off  by  reminding  us  of  the  functions  of 
a Yearly  Meeting  and  encouraging  us  to  work  out 
continuing  relationships  with  our  parent.  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting.  There  were  a number  of  fears 
and  misgivings  finally  expressed  by  Friends  con- 
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cerning  the  change:  that  we  might  lose  contact 
with  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  to  which  we  still  hold 
a sentimental  attachment,  that  we  might  leave  all 
the  work  to  PYM  while  we  bask  comfortably  in 
our  new 'businessless  organization,  that  we  would 
yet  be  subject  to  obligations  and  pressures  de- 
manding the  preoccupation  with  business  that  we 
are  trying  to  escape,  and  that  we  might  be  creat- 
ing a body  with  no  power  to  act  when  concerns 
arise. 

To  allay  these  fears  Friends  were  reminded 
that  we  still  might  attend  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
if  we  so  desired,  that  the  new  Yearly  Meeting 
would  continue  to  support  the  Friends  Bulletin 
and  the  Discipline  Committee  of  PYM  with  per- 
sonnel and  finances,  that  there  are  many  different 
forms  of  Yearly  Meetings,  and  that  we  can  create 
the  kind  we  want,  making  changes  as  the  way 
opens  and  the  spirit  leads.  Friends  of  Junior  High,- 
High  School  and  College  age  had  met  and  sent  a 
statement  to  the  business  meeting  endorsing  the 
new  Yearly  Meeting  with  its  emphasis  on  worship 
and  fellowship. 

North  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  has  a simple 
structure.  The  planning  will  be  done  by  a Steering 
Committee  consisting  of  one  or  two  representatives 
from  each  participating  Monthly  Meeting.  The 
committee  will  select  its  own  Chairman  and  the 
Yearly  Meeting  Treasurer,  Clerk  and  Recording 
Clerk.  The  individual  Monthly  Meetings  are  to  es- 
tablish their  relationships  with  North  Pacific  Year- 
ly Meeting  and  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  as  they  feel 
moved.  CorvalHs,  Eugene,  Multnomah,  Salem,  Ta- 
coma and  Vancouver  Meetings  had  already  minuted 
their  desire  to  join  with  the  New  Yearly  Meeting 
if  it  formed.  Eastside  and  University  Meetings  had 
reserved  their  decision  until  after  the  Gathering. 
Victoria  had  minuted  a decision  to  discontinue 
ties  with  both  PYM  and  NPYM  in  favor  of  greater 
commitment  to  Canadian  Yearly  Meeting. 

Appreciation  was  expressed  for  the  efforts  of 
Dorothy  Willard,  who  had  for  two  years  ably 
,chaired  the  Revision  Committee,  to  Dan  and 
Kathy  Beverly,  our  hard-working  and  patient  re- 
gistrars, to  Ben  and  Madge  Seaver  for  their  sharing 
with  us  experiences  as  Friends  in  the  Orient,  to 
Gretchen  Tuthill,  Chairwoman  of  PYM’s  Con- 
sultative Committee,  for  her  advice  and  encourage- 
ment, to  Ed  Sanders  for  his  enthusiastic  parti- 
cipation in  the  Gathering  as  well  as  his  help  in 
getting  our  new  Yearly  Meeting  on  its  way  and 
to  Lee  Bennett  and  Ellen  Hubbe,  Clerk  and  Re- 
cording Clerk  of  the  first  session  of  North  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting.

STATISTICAL  REPORT 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  is  made  up  of  46  Meet- 
ings which  have  reported  a total  of  2,076  adult 
members  for  June  1,  1972.  This  compares  with 
2,023  reported  last  year.  Other  adults  in  the  Meet- 
ings are  201  who  are  members  of  other  Meetings 
and  912  attenders.  In  addition,  there  are  1,434 
children  under  the  care  of  the  Meetings;  968  of 
these  are  junior  members  and  466  are  attenders. 

The  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year 
include  additions  of  9 who  were  junior  members 
who  became  adult  members,  46  members  who 
transferred  from  other  Meetings  and  93  who  be- 
came convinced  and  applied  for  membership. 
There  were  loses  in  membership  of  18  deaths,  46 
by  transfer  and  33  who  withdrew  or  were  released. 

The  Meetings  have  reported  a total  of  559 
inactive  members.  In  8 Meetings  the  number  was 
close  to  one-half  the  total  membership.
